The work includes abandoning an existing piped stream segment of Willows Creek and creating an open stream
along a new alignment. The proposed project will connect to an existing stream segment which was rehabilitated in
1991.

The major work elements include removing both invasive and non-native plant species; removing trees; excavating
for stream daylighting and regrading the overbanks; placing streambed gravel and soil liner; installing large woody
debris structures and rock vortex weirs; installing a 12’ wide by 4’ high four-sided concrete box culvert; filling part of
the existing channel; abandoning existing piped segment of the stream; removing aggregates from six existing
upstream culverts and partially replace with streambed gravels; fencing; and planting for both the stream corridors
and the overbanks.

The work also includes temporary erosion/sedimentation control (TESC) along with re-vegetation of disturbed areas
and other designated areas containing invasive plants and other work as required by the project.
